STATE OF KHODE ISLAND AND PROVIDENCE PLANTATIONS. 

Secretary's Office, Providence, 
March. 10th, 1864. 

To the Honorable Greneral Assembly : — 

Gentlemen : — In accordance with the requirements of the Revised 
Statutes, the Annual Report on the Registration of Births, Marriages 
and Deaths in Rhode Island, for the year 1862, is herewith sub- 
mitted. 

The report has been prepared under the direction of tlie authorized 
committee of the Rhode Island Medical Society, and upon the same 
general plan as in previous years. 

As this is the Tenth Annual Report upon Registration in this 
State it might be expected, and seems appropriate that a general reca 
pitulation and review of the results obtained, should be presented. 
In addition to the usual statistics for the year 1862, tables have, 
therefore, been prepared, and will be found in this report, bringing 
together in a condensed form some of the principal facts relating to 
the births, marriages and deaths in the State, during the whole period 
of ten years and seven months, from June 1st, 1852, to December 
31st, 1862, inclusive. 

The preparation of these recapitulatory tables, and other unavoid- 
able causes have delayed the publication of this report much beyond 
the usual time. 

During the ten years and seven months included in the published 
history of registration in .Rhode Island, the facts have been recorded 
relating to 36,916 children who have been born ; 29,246 persons who 
have been married ; and 22,928 persons who have died, in the State, 
This is a total of 89,090 persons ; a number equal to one-half of the 
whole population of the State at the present time. 

TJiese records are preserved in the several towns of the State, in 
which the events occurred, while a complete copy of the returns for 
all the towns is preserved in the Office of the Secretary of State, thus 
rendering the entire destruction of the proof of these events compar- 
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iv. INTRODUCTORY. 

atively impossible. It is proper to state that for purposes of reference, 
all these records of births, marriages, and deaths, have been carefully 
indexed in books prepared for the purpose, so that the full particulars 
' of each can be readily ascertained. 

The value of these records can hardly be over-estimated, and is 
shown, particularly at the present time, by the examinations which 
are daily made for proof of births, marriages, and deaths, in connec- 
tion with the claims of our soldiers or their families upon the general 
government. Applications of this kind are constantly increasing, not 
only from our own citizens, but from those of other States who were 
born or married in Rhode Island. 

While these examinations show the inestimable value of the records, 
the frequent failure to find in them the proof of events which hap- 
pened before they were as complete as at present, cannot but awaken 
serious regrets that the system of registration had not been adopted 
at an earlier period in our history. 

Notwithstanding the efforts made to ensure complete returns fi'om 
the various towns, I regret to say that some of the Town Clerks still 
fail to make them as complete as they ought to be, particularly in regard 
to births. The returns from the cities of Newport and Providence, and 
from the more populous towns are the most complete. ^

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RESULTS AND OBSERVATIONS. 
. 18 6 2. 



The year 1862 is marked by a very considerable diminution in the 
numbers of all the three classes of events which form the subject of 
this Report. The numbers recorded in five successive years have 
been as follows : 

1858. 1859. 1860. 1861. 1862.

The births in 1862 were fewer than in any year since 1857 ; the 
marriages fewer than in any since 1858 ; the deaths fewer than in 
any since 1857, excepting the uncommonly healthy year of 1859. 
The diminution from the year 1861 was, in births, including the still- 
born, 715, or nearly 15 per cent. ; in marriages, 83, or more than 5 
per cent. ; and in deaths, 336, or more than 11 per cent. 

This diminution is made somewhat more remarkable by the circum- 
stance that this State received an accession of territory, which brought 
an increase of about one-seventieth to its number of inhabitants. On 
the first day of March, 1862, an exchange with Massachusetts went 
into effect, by which Rhode Island lost the town of Fall River, in 
Newport County, and gained in return the two towns of East Provi- 
dence and Pawtucket, the former containing the greater part of the 
area of Seekonk, in Bristol County, Massachusetts. These two towns 
were added to Providence County. The population of Fall River, by 
the census of 1860, amounted to 3,337. The population of East Prov- 
idence and Pawtucket is estimated at 5,900, and is probably larger; 
so that the exchange added somewhat more than 2,500 to the popula- 
tion of this State. The returns made to our Secretary of State for the 
year 1862, from East Providence and Pawtucket, include all the 
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events recorded in those towns for the whole year. Fall River made 
no return for that year. 

The excess of living births over the deaths, or what is called the 
increase by natural causes, has been as follows, so far as our registra- 
tion represents it correctly : 

In 1858— 1470. 1859—2,053. 1860—1,807 1861—1,767. 1862—1411. 

In 1858 the number of deaths was increased by the unusual preva- 
lence of scarlatina and some other zymotic diseases; the next year 
was one of extraordinary good health ; since then the natural increase 
has lessened every year. In the year immediately under considera- 
tion it was smaller than before, in spite of a general absence of pre- 
vailing destructive diseases. 

The proportions of births, marriages and deaths in 1862 *to the pop- 
ulation in 1860, were as follows : 

One Birth in 42.94 living inhabitants. 

One person married in 61.08 living inhabitants. 

One Death in 68.37 living inhabitants. 

Without dwelling at present on the probable causes of this diminu- 
tion in the number of births, marriages and deaths, we may analyze 
it to see how far it is constant and universal, or how far it is confined 
to particular regions, seasons, or classes of inhabitants. 

That it is a real diminution,, and not an apparent one, caused by 
lessened accuracy in registration, is evident to any one who examines 
the original returns, and appears, indeed, on the face of the tables pre- 
sented in this Report. Every town sends in fair returns, though 
many country towns are still deficient in point of numbers of recorded 
facts ; and the greater care taken in the record is shown by the less- 
ened fiornres in those unwelcome columns which bear the heading: of 
*» not stated." 

Neither is this diminution, at least in regard to births and marriages, 
merely one of the downward waves in a series of fluctuations. On 
the contrary, the number of recorded births had been steadily increas- 
ing for several years, until now it suddenly falls off one seventh. The 
marriages had been reduced in number in 1858 by the depressed con- 
dition of business and labor in the preceding autumn and winter ; had 
since then risen until the year 1860, and fallen off each year since the 
war began. From the returns for a longer period of years in the two 
adjoining States, and in Providence city, there is reason to suppose 
that, on the whole, the number of marriages, or at any rate the ratio 
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of marriages to population, has been lessening for several years in this 
part of New England.* This lessening has been disguised by the 
accidental variations arising from such disturbances as the '' cj-isis " of 
1857, and also by the increase in fullness of registration. As to 
^deaths, the numbers necessarily fluctuate from year to year with the 
varying sickUness of the seasons, and severity of epidemic and endemic 
diseases. 

We will now show, in some little detail, the differences between 
the two successive years, 1861 and 1862. It will be understood that 
this difference is a diminution, or that the figures for 1862 are the 
smaller, except where otherwise indicated by the sign (f). Where 
that sign is used there was an increase in 1862. 

Locality. — We first compare the divisions of the State.

The apparent increase of one in the marriages in Providence city 
arises from a difference between the City Registrar's return to the 
Secretary of State and his final total, owing to one marriage in 1861 
being reported to him too late to be included in his return. His annu- 
al report makes the marriages 547 in each year. The increase in mar- 
riages and deaths in the towns of Providence County depends in a 
great degree on the addition of the two new towns. Thus, the increase 
of marriages was 58, and the two new towns reported 31 ; the increase 
of deaths was 40, and the new towns reported 65. On the other hand, 
the diminution in Newport County was enhanced by the loss of Fall

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River, which in 1861 had reported 112 births, 76 marriages and 82 
deaths ; so that this transfer accounts for all the lessened mortality, 
and nearly all the other reduction in that county. On the whole, 
after these adjustments are all made, we find that the diminution is 
not confined to any portion of the State ; and in respect to births espec- 
ially is universal and very considerable. The number of births w^as 
lessened in every ward of Providence city. 

Season. — We next compare the four quarters of the year.

It appears that there were more marriages in 1862 than in the year 
before, in the firat quarter and in the third quarter ; the diminution 
was almost confined to the second quarter. This is partly explained 
by the uncommonly large number in the months of April and June, 
1861, which was alluded to in the last annual report, and there attrib- 
nted, probably correctly, to the marriages of volunteers just before the 
departure of the first and second Rhode Island regiments. All the 
months had fewer marriages in 1862 than in 1861, except March, Au- 
gust, September and November. 

There were fewer births in each month of 1862 than in the cor- 
responding month of the year before, and fewer deaths in every one, 
except May, June and November. This decrease is far most obvious, 
as to births and deaths, in the third quarter of the year ; amounting 
to more than one-fifth in each of these two classes of events. This 
diminution in the third quarter exists in every division of the State, 
forming a very remarkable peculiarity in the statistical history of the^ 
year. 
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Nativity. — The next table shows the number of events in the two 
classes of inhabitants, American and foreign^ in each year, 1861 and 
1862, and the difference between those two years.

Births and deaths are classed according to the nativity of the fathers 
of the individuals whose births and deaths are recorded ; marriages 
according to the nativity of the bride-grooms. 

The diminution was much greater in the foreign than in the Amer- 
ican class ; and, as the total numbers are smaller in the foreign than 
in the American class, the proportionate is still more in excess than 
the absolute numerical decrease. Thus, the lessening from 1861 to 
1862 amounted to the following percentage in each class severally :

American 11 .7 per cent. .... 2.1 per cent. 

Foreign 15.3 " " 13.4 per cent. 12.0 " " 

A part of this reduction in the foreign marriages depends on the loss 
of Fall River, with its large number of marriages of Roman Catholics. 
In the year 1861, Fall River reported 18 marriages in the American, 
and 50 in the foreign class. Only one foreign marriage is reported in 
*1862 from both the new towns. East Providence and Pawtucket, put 
together. We believe there is no Roman Catholic church or resident 
clergyman in those two towns. The marriages of Roman Catholic 
residents of Pawtucket are usually solemnized in North Providence, 
and were so formerly, when the township of Pawtucket belonged to 
Massachusetts. 

But it is obvious that the war has had a decided effect in lessening 
the marriages in our foreign population, while those in the American 
class are three more in 1862 than in 1861. In contrast with these

results, it is curious to notice tliat the diminution of marriages in 1858, 
which was ascribed to the financial troubles of that year and the pre- 
vious autumn, with the mterruption of those kinds of .labor which 
employ a large part of our foreign population, was confined to the Amer- 
ican class. At that time the foreign marriages were actually a little 
increased. Now, in a period of war, when we are contending for our 
own nationality, the diminution falls wholly on the foreign class, and 
the marriages of men born in the United States are actually increased 
by three. We leave to others the curious speculations which these stxi- 
tistics invite. 

The ratios of American to foreign births, marriages and deaths had 
been pretty uniform for three years, as shown in the ninth report. 
The following are the percentages in \]\q foreign class in four success- 
ive years.

Comi)ared with 1861, there was a decrease in births, of 1 ; in marriages, of 7 ; in 
deaths, of 19. 
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In addition to the above, there were 19 Indians reported ' in the 
State, in 1860, viz : 6 in Kent County ; one in Providence County ; 
and 12 in Washington County. 

The proportions to population, in 1862, were one birth in 41 .1 ; 
one person married in 85.9 ; and one death in 43.9. 

The average age at death of all the colored persons who died in the 
State in 1862 was — males, 31.25 years ; females, 35.11 years ; whole 
number, 33.61 years. 

The deaths of colored persons were — in January, 8 , February, 9 ; 
March,10 ; April, 6 ; May, 9 ; June, 9 ; July, 3 ; August, 11 ; Sep- 
tember, 8 ; October, 6 ; November, 5 ; December, 6 ; total, 90. In 
the first quarter of the year, 27; second quarter, 24; third, 22; 
fourth, 17. 

It is evident that the facts relating to the colored population are not 
fully reported in the country towns. South Kingstown, with a colored 
population of 352, reports 12 deaths of colored persons, but no births 
or marriages, in 1862. 

As a general rule, in Rhode Island there are more deaths than births 
among the colored population. 

Sex. — The following shows the decrease in births, marrriages and 
deaths in each %ex^ in all the returns for 1862, as compared with 1861 :

The proportion between the sexes at birth in 1862 was more un- 
equal than usual, viz: 109.41 boys to 100 girls. In the year before 
it rose as high as 110.48 boys to 100 girls. In ten years the ratio 
has been 106.14 boys to 100 girls. In Proviclence city the proportion 
was very nearly the same in 1862 as the average for eight years. 

It might have been expected, on account of the drain of male pop- 
ulation by the war, that the deaths of males would be more lessened 
than those of females ; but the reverse was the fact. The ratio in 
regard to deaths was 100.85 males to 100 female decedents. 
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Age at Marriage. — The diminution in n^arriages was mainly con- 
fined to men and women under twenty-five years. We show this in 
tabular form.

There was a decrease in the marriages in each sex, at each of the 
two periods of life, — below twenty years, and between twenty and 
twenty-five^amounting in all, as this table shows, to 133 in males, 
and 123 in females. There was a slight increase in each sex, in the 
period from twenty-five to thirty, and a greater increase between thirty 
and forty ; at ages over forty, there was an increased number of males, 
and a very slightly lessened number of females.

Deaths. — The diminution irt the deaths was owing to the absence 
of any extensive epidemic, and the moderate fatality of our ordinaiy 
zymotic diseases. The proportion of deaths attributed to this class of 
diseases was lower than in any former period of registration, not quite 
twenty-three and a half in every hundred deaths by known causes. 
The proportion of deaths in children was also smaller than usual — 
another sign of a healthy year. 

Comparing 1862 with the year preceding, there was a decrease 'of 
of deaths in each one of the periods of life into which the ages at 
death are divided in our seventh preliminary table, excepting the 
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period between seventy and eighty years of age, in which there was 
a slight increase in 1862. > We will now show the number of deaths 
in each divisional period of age, in the two years, but subdividing the 
ages less minutely ; and in the same table, we exhibit the proportion, 
or percentage, of the deaths in 1862, which fell within each of these 
divisional periods.

By comparison with tables on page 51 of the last annual report, 
which give the percentages of deaths at different ages, it will be seen 
that the proportion of mortality in children was less than in either 
1860 or 1861. 

The average age at death was 31.15 : higher than in any former year 
since our reports were first issued, with the exception of 1859, when 
the average rose as high as 31.39. We suppose the true average age 
at death not to be so great as this, as deaths of children are more 
likely to be neglected by recording officers than those of adults. 

The average varies greatly in different portions of the State, yet not 
so much as in the earlier years of registration, -wlien this imperfection in 
the returns was such as to raise excessively the apparent average in 
many towns. In the year before us, Bristol county, with good returns, 
averages almost forty years, Newport county about thirty-nine, Wash- 
ington county, almost thirty-three, Kent, thirty-one and a half. Provi- 
dence city, a little more than twenty-eight, and the towns of that county, 
about thirty years. If we neglect those places which make very im- 
perfect returns, we may say, generally speaking, that the towns 
mostly occupied by a scattered population, engaged in rural pursuits, 
average more than forty years ; those which contain compact villages, 
especially manufacturing ones, give an average of between thirty and 
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forty years ; while the three towns adjacent to Providence, on the 
north, west and south, together with Pawtucket, show a lower aver- 
age than. Providence city. In that city, the average age at death was 
greater in 1862 than in either of the preceding seven years, for 
which reports have been issued. 

The City, Registrar of Providence, by keeping the deaths of 
American and foreign parentage separately recorded, is able to exhibit 
the difference which appears every year between the average age at 
death in the two classes of inhabitants in that city. In 1862, this 
average was, in the American class, 31.71, or nearly thirty-two years; 
in the foreign class, just 28 years. In the seven years ending Avitli 
1862, the average age at death was, in American class 30.67 ; in 
foreign class, 19.27. It will be seen that the unusually high average 
in the year 1862 depended mostly, on the difference in the foreign 
class. So again, in regard to the proportion of deaths in childhood : 
in the whole seven years, more than half the deaths of foreign parent- 
age (50.77 per cent.) were at ages under five ; in 1862, the number 
under five only amounted to 42.07 per cent. In the American class, 
the percentage under five was, in the whole seven years, 33.44 ; in 
1862, — 31.08. Thus the reduction in infantile mortality, which we 
have found to be characteristic of the year 1862, was mostly in the 
foreign class. The decrease in foreign marriages and births partly ex- 
plains this. 

SxifiL Born. — In all the Reports on Registration in this State, 
except those for 1859 and 1860, the still born, so far as reported, have 
been included in the tables of births and excluded from the tables of 
deaths, while the statistics given in relation to them have been made 
up from the returns of deaths. 

In the practical operation of the registration law it is found that 
the still born are very imperfectly reported in the returns of births, 
while in the returns of deaths they are probably as fiilly reported as 
the deaths from other causes. The error, therefore, if it be such, of 
including the still bom in the tables of births, is very small and of 
little importance, while it would be manifestly incorrect to deduct from 
the births the whole number of still born as returned with the deaths. 
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Tho whole number of still-born reported in the State from June 
1st, 1852, to December 31st 1862, ten years and seyen months, was 
1,469, as follows :

The third quarter, comprising the months when summer complaints 
prevail, was the most fatal, as usual, though with less preponderance 
than is often observed.. The local variations, such as the excessive 
proportion in the first quarter in Washington, or in the fourth quarter 
in Bristol county, are hardly worth analyzing, as the small number of 
facts reported, exposes them to the influence of mere accidental cir- 
cumstances. The excess in the first three months in Washington 
county is not caused principally, by the continued prevalence of diph- 
theria, as might be imagined. Pneumonia and some other causes 
were in excess in that county during those months. 

The next table shows what portion of the deaths in each quarter of 
the year depended on each of the more important classes of causes. 
In dividing sporadic diseases, we join those which, in the ninth pre- 
liminary table are entitled, *' general, or not localized," with those 
located in the urinary, generative, locomotive and integumentive sys- 
tems, in which the numbers are too small to be worth keeping sepa- 
rate. The main important systems of organs, whose diseases strike 
most directly at the sources of life are distinguished. After thus 
assigning to each class ^ or group of class^^s of causes of deaths, its 
numerical and proportionate share in the mortality of each quarter 
of the year, the table does the same for some of the most important 
individual diseases.

This table shows that zymotic diseases protluced more than twice as 
many deaths in the last half of the year as in the first half, and twice 
as large a proportionate part of the mortality in the third quarter as 
in the second quarter. It shows the difference between the more im- 
portant Zymoses ; cholera infantum, cholera morbus, diarrhoea and 
dysentery prevail much the most in the third quarter ; croup, diph- 
theria and scarlatina, as well as pneumonia, which sometimes appears 
to'partake of a zymotic character, prevail least in the third ; typhoid 
and typhus fever, most in the fourth. Comparing the respiratory 
with the zymotic class, the whole year presents an uncommon excess 
of the former ; the first quarter has just twice as many deaths in the 
respiratory as in the zymotic class ; the second quarter has almost 
twice as many, and the fourth quarter has more respiratory than zy- 
motic ; but the third quarter has more than three zymotic to two 
respiratory. 
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TABULAR RETROSPECT. 



The .present report, for 1862, is the tenth which has been published 
in relation to the registration of births, marriages, and deaths in Rhode 
Island. These reports extend over a period of ten years and seven 
months, from June 1st, 1862, to December 31st, 1862 inclusive. 
. .The first report was prepared by Dr. Thomas H. Webb; the 
second, third, fourth, fifth, sixth, and ninth were prepared by Dr. 
Charles W. Parsons ; and the seventh and eighth by Dr. Edward A. 
Crane. 

It has been customary, in the " results and observations" of each 
year, to give recapitulations of facts to illustrate special subjects of 
interest ; and in the fifth-annual report, for 1857, extended recapitu- 
latory tables were given comprising all the important facts to that time, 
w^liich were rendered more valuable by observations, the result of a 
close study of the facts. 

At the close of this, the first decade in the history of registration 
in the State, it seems to be proper and necessary that we should pre- 
sent a full recapitulation and review of the facts obtained. This re- 
capitulation will be found in the tables from Nos. xiv to xxiv inclusive ; 
on pages 40 to 60 inclusive. 

These tables abound in facts of the highest interest and importance, 
containing as they do the results of the record of 36,916 children 
born, 29,246 persons married, and 22,928 persons deceased, (total 
39,090), in the State during the last ten years and seven months. 

It is difficult to resist the temptation to enter upon an extended 
analysis and review of these facts ; to show their bearing upon the 
subject of registration, and their importance to many interests of the 
State ; but the preparation of the tables has occupied so much time, 
and their publication so much space, that we are reluctantly compelled 
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to omit any extended remarks upon them. We can only give a few 
brief statements and necessary explanations in relation to them. 

Table xiv, pages 40 and 41, gives a general abstract of the births, mar- 
riages and deaths in the State for five years, from January 1st, 1858, 
to December 31st, 1862. Owing to a change in the form of some 
portions of this table, in the sixth and subsequent reports, it was im- 
possible to give the table in iull for the whole period of ten years and 
seven months. 

In consequence of changes- in territory, which have already been 
explained, the statistics in this table for the town of Eall River are 
only for the four years, 1858 to 1861 inclusive, and for the towns of 
Pawtucket and East Providence only for one year, 1862. In con- 
nection with this table, it would be interesting to compare the facts 
with the population in 1860. For this purpose the population of the 
several towns and divisions of the State may be found in the first 
table on the second page of this report. 

Table xv, on page 42, shows the ages of all the persons married in 
the State during the nine years, 1854 to 1862 inclusive. Of all the 
men married, whose ages were given, only 4.3 in each 100 were 
under 20 years of age ; of all the women married, 27.1 in each 100 
were under 20 years. The table shows that, during the nine years, 
one girl under 20 years married a man between 65 and 70 ; and one 
girl between 40 and 45 married a man under 20. During this time, 
three men ani one woman, between 80 and 85 years were married in 
the State ; and 40 men and 6 women, between 70 and 80 years were 
married. 

Table xvi, on page 43, shows the ages of all who have died in the 
State from June 1st, 1852, to December 31st, 1862, and the propor- 
tions of the whole, and of each sex, in the diiFerent divisions of ages. 
From this table we learn that nearly thirty-seven in each 100 of all 
who have died were under five years of age, and that there is a mark- 
ed difference in the proportion of infantile mortality between the 
males and females, the greatest portion of the difference being in the 
decedents under one year of age. In order to illustrate more fully 
the subject of infantile mortality, another table is given on page 60, shov^- 
ing the number of decedents at different ages in the several divisions 
of the State. Some marked differences will be noticed in the .propor- 
tions at different ages, in the several counties, some of which are due to 
actual differences in the mortality, and others to defective registration, 
particularly of cihldren. 
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Tables xvii, xviii, and xix, on pages 44 to 49 inclusive, show the 
number of births, marriages, and deaths reported in each town and 
division of the State, in each of the ten years included in the reports. 
The first column in each table includes the numbers from June 1st, 
1852, to December 31st, 1853, a period of one year and seven months. 
These tables illustrate the progress of registration in each town, and 
show the diligence and negligence of the recording officers in col- 
lecting the facts and making their returns. We commend the study 
of these tables to the town clerk of each town in the State. 

Table xx, on page 50, shows the connection of season with births, 
deaths, and marriages. The first column shows the actual number of 
each of these events which has occurred in the State in ten years ; the 
second column shows the proportion for each month, supposing the 
months to be of equal length. This column is obtained thus : If we 
divide the year 365 days into twelve equal parts, we have 30 days 
and five-twelfths as the average length of each month. We then 
have the proportion : As the number of days in any given month : 
is to the number of births which occurred in that month : : so is 30 
5-12 days (the average month) : to the number of births there would 
have been in that month if made of equal length with the other months. 

Thus it will be seen that though there were in fact, more births and 
deaths in January and March than in February, yet if February had 
been of equal length with the other months, the number would have 
been greater in that month. 

According to this table of equalized percentages, the greatest number 
-of births and marriages occurs in November, and of deaths, in 
August. 

Table xxi, on page 51, shows the whole number of plurality births 
in Rhode Island, in ten years, 1853 to 1862 inclusive. There were 
385 cases of twin births, and 9 cases of triplets, giving 388 male 
children ; 405 fejnale children ; and 4 children, sex not stated. 

Table xxii, on pages 52 to 67 inclusive, is an important table, 
showing the number of decedents of each sex, and at each period of 
life, from each disease and class of diseases, in the whole period of ten 
years and seven months, from June 1st, 1852 to December 31st, 
1862. This table is interesting and important to those who are inves- 
tigating the subject, and will be often referred to in the preparation of 
future reports ; but want of space forbids any extended comments 
upon it at this time. 
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Table xxiii, on pages 58 and 59, shows the relation of some of the 
most important diseases to the seasons of the year. The table com- 
prises all the diseases, the mortality from which can be supposed to be 
affected by season, and some upon which season evidently exerts no 
influence. 

Table xxrv, on page 60, may be considered as a sbpplement to 
table XVI, on page 43, and has already been referred to. 

Such is a brief synopsis of the contents of the recapitulatory tables, 
and is all that time and space permit at the present dme. Those who 
prepare fiature reports will find frequent occasion to refer to these 
tables, and will find it interesting and useful to examine and analyze 
the facts presented in them. 
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
